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Sometimes the economics of food production seems to us 
—to put it mildly—a bit opaque. 


If the farmer has a poor crop he suffers because he has 
little produce to sell. If he has a good crop he may suffer also 
because of low prices. The way to avoid this, the U.S.A. has 
been proclaiming, is for the government to support farm prices 
by buying surpluses and taking them off the market. 


Collier’s Magazine, in its December 5th issue, is beginning 
to get a guilty conscience about this. Recently it ran an article 
alleging that inmates of county poor houses, supported by 
public funds, were on the verge of starvation. Instead of the 
government storing dried eggs in a cave, the magazine asks, 
why doesn't it distribute some of the surplus to the poor 
houses? 


The Montreal Gazette, which has been campaigning to 
show the stupidity of destroying food, recently pointed to the 
excellent example of the Dutch government. Having a surplus 
of 200,000 tons of vegetables which could not be sold, Holland 
sent the food as a gift to the Rhur, even paying the transporta- 
tion. The result of this action was an improvement in trade re- 
lations between Germany and Holland. “It resulted in hundreds 
of Marxists re-examining their own philosophy of hatred’,’ 
stated the Gazette. 


The United States objected to the Food and Agricultural 
Organization’s original plan for a world food board to take over 
food surpluses and supervise redistribution, and is reported to 
be equally cold towards a more recent proposal for a food clear- 
ing house along lines of a public corporation. 


U.S.A. is said to be apprehensive that the country dispos- 
ing of surpluses would lose control of disposition, which might 
mean they would go to one of the Iron Curtain countries and 
be traded for military supplies. 


“Meanyhile,” as the Christian Science Monitor points out, 
“mountainous grain surpluses are looming on the harvest hori- 
zon (in U.S.A.), with Agriculture Department officials search- 
ing more and more avidly for overseas markets.” 


Commenting on the Dutch solution to surpluses, the Ox- 
ford Group news agency “New World” states: “Out of man- 
splitting self-concern and disagreement it produced a nation- 
uniting force. It met the tidal wave of an idea that cannot be 
legislated, organized or bombed out of existence, and over- 
came it with the power of a superior idea.” 


While we may have misgivings that more than a change 
of heart is necessary to eliminate the anomaly of poverty amid 
plenty, certainly belief that meeting human needs is the prime 
purpose of production might help. Changing men’s hearts and 
minds looks like a long journey but it undoubtedly the right 
road to travel

Wheat For Hogs 


Due to second growth and frost, 
the feeding quality of barley grown 
in many Alberta areas this year 
is lower than usual. In normal hog 
producing areas, much of the bar- 
ley is grading No. 2 and No. 8 
Feed which is comparatively low 
in protein content. 

A. J. Charnetski, Livestock 
Supervisor, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises that the feed- 
ing of such barley alone to hogs is 
not satisfactory. He says that 
much better results will be obtain- 
ed from the use of a mixture of 
barley, oats and low grade wheat 
(No, 5 or 6-. The mixture should be 
prepared in the proportion of one- 
third oats, one-third barley, and 
one-third wheat. At the present 
time, No. 5 wheat can be obtained 
from the elevator at a cost of $1.76 
per bushel or 2.9¢c per pound. Bar- 
ley is selling at $1.34 per bushel or 
2.8c per pound. With,its higher 
protein level, the use of low grade 
Wheat in a feed mixture for hogs 
will prove much more economical 
than low grade barley fed alone. 

Where protein levels in hog ra- 
tions are lower than normal and 
milk is not available to make up 
the deficiency, greater use should 
be made of hog supplements and 
protein concentrates, Says Mr 
Charnetski. The feeding of green 
leafy alfalfa will also provide a 


little extra protein and minerals,

OTTAWA. Leduc and Red- 
water oil fields contributed most 
of the increase in crude oil produc- 
tion totals for all Canada during 
the month of July, 1949, accord- 
ing to the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics 

Production of crude increased 
four per cent, although output of 
natural gas continued to drop 
July 1949 figures for crude were 
51 per cent higher than the same 
month last year. 

Total crude production was 1,- 
775,300 barrels, compared with 
1,701,500 in June and 1,178,000 in 
July last year. During the first 
seven months of this year produc- 
tion was 11,588,100 barrels, an in- 
crease of 84 per cent over 1948, 

Alberta produced 1,689,000 bar- 
rels in July, compared with 1,591,- 
300 a year earlier. Leduc field's 
output rose from 524,900 barrels 
to 835,000; Redwater, which was 
not on production in July, 1948 
produced 396,700 barrels. Turner 
Valley dropped to 316,400 from 
345,600 and Lloydminster to 60,100 
from 71,900,
